able conflagration, which greatly reduced 
him. 
lie then took possession of the 


house on High street, just north of tbe 
Lad 1 mansion, and residad there nntil bis 
removal to Boston in 1816. 
His last visit 


to Portsmouth was an May 14, 1844, in 
which year he was a disappointed as- 
pirant to tbe presidency, being defeated 
by Clav. 
On this occasion he was given 


a brilliant public reception. He died at 
his country seat in Marahfield, Mass., 
Oet 24, 1852.

Work In Fall River Factories Hindered 


by Operatives Going Out. 


Fall River, Mass., Jan. 22.—Added to 


the list of petty strikes in this city is one 
by the spoolers at the Narragansett mill, 
•who claim that they were out about 16 
percent- They say that the mill au- 
thorities offered to give them a rebate 
of a percent if they would return to work, 
but they refused the offer. 


A few days ago, the frame spinners at 


the Pocasset mill sent a committee to 
confer with Superintendent Gilligan re- 
garding the reduction in their wages. 
They were assure-d ttiat the matter 
would be attended to. When they re- 
ceived their envelopes this week they 
found ah additional envelope awaiting 
each of them, the latter containing the 
difference between 11 1-9 percent reduc- 
tion and what they received last week. 


Commenting upon these minor strikes, 


a prominent treasurer and member of 
the manufacturers' executive commit- 
tee said that the committee has no power 
to consider the attitude of the association 
upon the strike in mills where the agents 
have tried t«> reduce wages more than 
11 1-9 percent. He said that in the last 
week under the old schedule the opera- 
tives who are paid fur the production ol 
their machines and not by the day worked 
hard to earn just as much as possible. 
The next week, the first under the new 
schedule, they were all more or less de- 
jected and in poor spirits, and did not try 
to get off a big production. The result 
was that when they received th«ir pay 
for that w eek, it was considerably more 
than 11 1-9 percent less than that of the 
previous week. There was a difference 
»f 4000 pounds in the production of his 
carding department in those two weeks. 
In this way he accounts for many of the 
Apparent discrepancies, and he affirms 
that an a.verage of several weeks under 
the new schedule will show that in mills 
where it is reported that the reduction 
Is greater than it should be the agents 
have in reality acted fairly. On the 
other hand, hs says. ,the carding room 
operatives are paid higher wages than in 
adjoining centers. The weavers are paid 
.>,ust about the same as In other cities, but 
the carding room help are overpaid, and 
it is a strong temptation to some of the 
manufacturers to try to equalize this 
matter. This Is the reason that there 
has been so much complaint from card- 
ing operatives.
